SCHOOL REPORT. 


We wish again to call the attention of everyone interested 
in the welfare of our children to the needs orate 
East Andover school. 

Since our last report, the number of scholars there has 
increased so that it is now impossible to seat them in the 
school house. The school has been partially graded, 
and the primary classes taught in a room over the store 
of Colby & Durgin. With only two windows in it, on 
one side, it is impossible to have proper ventilation, in 
fact, hardly any ventilation, or sun enough for healthy 
conditions. The children ought to have a more com- 
fortable and attractive room. We should at least give 
them a clean and a wholesome one. We believe they 
would be happier, more willing to goto school,and would 
do better work if they could have a decent school house. 
This is, however, not a matter of sentiment but of grim 
necessity. | 

The upper classes, also, need better accommodations 
and the whole school needs better equipment. 

We find there is throughout the country a growing ten- 
dency to consolidate small country schools. On this 
point we quote from the last report of State Superintend- 
ent of Education: 

‘“The small school is expensive financially and intel- 
lectually. It invites inefficient, untrained, unprepared 
teachers; fails to excite emulation; promotes stagnation. 
When possible, the people should demand union, and 
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conveyance of children at public expense. There are 
many towns in which several small schools are main- 
tained, whose school problem could be solved by bring- 
ing their pupils to a central part of the town, and estab- 
lishing a graded school. A new building for this pur- 
pose would prove a good investment in such cases. 
Children wouid be better cared for and better taught. 
Fewer teachers could do the work, and do it in a more 
satisfactory way than can be done under present cond1- 
tions. 

‘‘People are apparently coming to understand the 
wastefulness of the small schools and their number is 
steadily diminishing.’’ 

We have before us, also, a recent article in The Out- 
look telling of the satisfactory work of bringing scat- 
tered and remote districts together in Kansas. Pupils 
-are there conveyed three miles to school. It is also done 
in the South where are encountered physical obstacles as 
great or greater than any we have. 

A new school house is a necessity at East Andover, 
and it would seem -to be the best policy to build one 
ample for future needs. Such a house could probably be 
built for about $2,000, and we earnestly recommend that 
the School District take favorable action on the matter 
at its next school meeting. | 

An explanation is necessary relative to the surplus 
school funds. ‘The secretary’s report shows a balance of 
$256. Of that amount $102 remains from the repair ac- 
count, a little more than half the money raised last year 
for that purpose, because we were unfortunately unable 
to get anyone to make the very much needed repairs at 
West Andover and elsewhere. 

If the school at East Andover had been reopened after 
scarlet fever had subsided, and continued six or seven 
weeks, making the winter term there as long as in other 
districts, the surplus would have been from $50 to $60. 


o2 
We regret exceedingly that this was not done owing to a 
misapprehension of our available resources, and that the 
East Andover people should have been thus deprived of 
their just and fair share of school privileges. 

An effort should be made to begin the spring term 
earlier there than in other parts of the town so that the 
lost time may be made up in the next school year. 

We are now required by law to raise $150 more than 
last year. 

We therefore recommend that, in addition to the 
amount required by law, the town raise $300 for the sup- 
port of common schools.

The number of books issued at Andover was 2,434; at 
East Andover, 834. The number of borrowers at Ando- 
ver was 178; at East Andover; 84. ‘otal circulation, 
3,208; total number of borrowers, 262. Increase over 
corresponding figures 1901-1902, circulation, 74 per 
cent.; number of borrowers, 56 per cent.
